Is Latest Plan That

will be compelled to operate directly 
under the federal food administration 
after November 1.

Details of the license plan have not 
yet been worked out.

But Hoover himself insists that what- 
ever the method the result must be.a 
cheaper loaf of bread.

There are two plans..which ,Hoover 
has in mirid for thp reduction of bread 
costs. One is the governmental fixing 
of the price of a standard loaf of 
bread, when it leaves the bakery. The 
other plan, calls for the fixing of the 
weight of the loaf and making public 
the cost of this loaf and leaving the 
retail price a matter, subject to the 
pressure of public opinion. 
After . November 1st every bakery 
in the country will 
be .required to 
make a daily report to'the United 
States 
food ' administration. 
These 
reports will show costs.' of ingredients 
and' labor, as well 
as distribution 
costs. It has, not been determined yet 
whether all of these reports will .be 
sent to Washington or whether they 
will be handled 
through the state 
food administrators. 
From these daily 
reports there will be compiled figures 
showing the exact cost of bread in 
every locality. These figures-will be 
released for publication at frequent 
intervals. 
Because of the 
great amount of 
work that this will entail, the food 
administration is considering the ex- 
clusion of small bakeries, with but 
one oven, from the licensing plan. It 
is declared, however, that if the one 
oven bakeries are eliminated, the li-

and 28,470 square miles In which cool

in thickness.

mated available supply at the present 
time is approximately 3,530,506,328,000 
ton*, or sufficient to meet tho needs 
of tho nation, making allowances for 
growth of population, far into future 
cimturlos. Thus, the basic fuel sup- 
ply of tho country Is a matter wholly 
removed from the question of produc- 
tion. Nature has provided for man's 
ncoils in this particular. Tho almost 
inexhaustible store of coal in subject 
to no Htich conditions, climatic or oth- 
pr, as from season to season may af- 
fix: t tho crops. Yot the supply of coal

tn Th»t Ca»» Mark»t For Tracton May 


B« Created. 


No attempt has ever been made, as 


far as" can be ascertained, to use trac- 
tors in Japan. Jn fact, there is not a 
*iugle tractor in use in the country, 
according to a statement-made by D. 
E. Casey, commercial agent in charge 
•jf the loco] office of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce in the 
custom house at New York. 


"With most of the rural population 


occupied in rice'farming on small areas 
and ivith -75 per cent of. the freight in 
the industrial cities moved by cheap 
band labor," he says, "practically the 
only possibility for the employment of 
steam and jrasollne tractors is in con- 
struction work on the roads, which are 
greatly in need of improvement 


"Little attention has h«en given to 


the Bnbject of road building in Japan 
up to the present time. Some of the 
bridges are hot strong enough to sup- 
port an ordinary touring car, and the 
roads where they pass through towns 
and villages are often so narrow that 
all the available space is 'occupied by 
an automobile, making progress ex- 
tremely difficult 


"The complaints of automobile own- 


ers and the results of a trial trip made 
by the commissary motor trucks of the 
Japanese army have evidently con; 
vinced the authorities that something 
should be done to better conditions, 
and it is reported that the department 
of^lnternal affairs intends to widen the 
roads. Should the plans be carried out. 
It is possible that tractors would b« 
employed In the construction work."
